Caltanissetia, Agrigento, Enna and Si- 
racusa were reported worst affected 
by the wind which, like a wall, moved 
irresistibly over most of the island, 
spreading devastation in its wake. 
The wind was accompanied by tor- 
rential rains and heavy hail storms in 
the past 48 hours. Fields were devas- 


tated, orchards uprooted, thousands of 


trees torn’ up, traffic “crippled ~ and 
communications disrupted. Shipping 
was endangered and vessels in south- 
ern Italian ports were forced, in many 
instances. to remain in harbor, de- 
laying sailings. 

The death toll was uncertain. Four 
were reported dead in Sicily. The 
damage was expected to be enormous. 

At Palermo, the river Passo Di Ri- 
gano broke from its banks and flood- 
ed the suburb of Uditore. The waters 
rushed through the streets and reach- 
ed Palermo, where many blocks were 
transformed into lakes. 

Traffie was effected by boats. Low- 
lying sections of the city looked Be 
Venice, with every street a canal. 
derrick at the pew postoffice build. 
ing, in the course of construction, top- 
pled onto a nearby house, causing the 
top floor to crash. However, no cas- 
ualties resulted, dispatches said. 

Numerous houses were cracked by 
the storm and flood. Others col- 
lapsed. 

Tontiiies damaged railway serv- 
ices throughout the stricken area. An 
engineer and fireman were injured 
when a train on the Termini Trabia 
trunk line fell into the torrent. Cor- 
poral Mario Biondi was drowned, but 
no other casualties were reported in 
that incident. 

Another train had a narrow escape 
between Lascari and Cefalu, owing to 
a washout of the tracks. 

A landslide struck the higher sec- 
tion of the town of Corleone. Sev- 
eral houses were evacuated, but ‘no 
ensualties were reported. The loss of 
live stock was believed considerable. 
The main square of Siracusa City was 
reported inundated. 

errific storms spread death and 
destruction in widely separated sec- 
tions of the country, heavy snowfalls 
in the north proving disastrous. 

Blizzards, gales and landslides took 
toll of lives and did considerable dam- 
age in the Italian Alps. The storms 
swept over the extreme northern sec- 
tion of the country on one hand and 
on the extreme southern, on the other. 

The heaviest snowstorms in ten 
years interrupted communications in 
the north and made travel almost im- 
possible.

AT ATLANTA HOME 


Prominent Insurance 
Man Was Florida G.O.P. 
Leader for 30 Years. 


Eugene Oberdorfer, Sr., nationally 
known insurance man, who, for more 
than 30 years, was the treasurer of 
the repubtican party in Florida though 
a resident of Atlanta, died early Sun- 
day at his home on Briarcliff road 
following an illness of five weeks. He 
was 66 years old 

Mr. Oberdorfer was the father of 
Brigadier General Eugene Oberdorfer, 
Jr., recently retired Georgia national 
guard officer, and Donald Oberdorfer, 
also well known insurance men. 


Mr. Oberdorfer, since Coming to At- 
lanta from Jacksonville in 1894, was 
the resident manager of the hg ab 
and Casualty Company of New Yor 
and in that capacity served his com- 
pany a total of 44 years, here 
and in Florida, his long career win- 
ning for him the honor of being the 
dean of the company’s resident man- 
agers. He was in charge of the terri- 
tory comprising the states of Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama and Seuth Carclina, 

He was born in New York and it 
an early age entered the employ of the 
Fidelity and Casualty Company, being 
assigned to its Jacksonville office, 
where he roSe through minor positions 
to becom. the resident manager. 

While in Jacksonville, Mr. Ober- 
dorfer became deputy clerk of the fed- 
eral district court and took an active 
interest in the affairs of the repub- 
lican party in the state. He became 
treasurer of the state republican or- 
ganization and continued to hold that 
post after he removed to Atlanta, r - 
linquishing it only two years ago. 
Only two months before his death he 
was named treasurer of the Georgia 
republican committee. © 

In Atlanta he was an outstanding 
leader in civic and religious — affairs. 
He was a founder and past president 
of the Burns Club and during the war 
served as director of Jewish welfare 
work in this section and as president 
of the: Jewish Educational Alliance of 
Atlanta. He was past president of the 
Hebrew Benevolent Congregation and 
of the National Order of 21. Mr. 
Oberdorfer was a member of Yaarab 
Shrine .‘emple here and of the Jack- 
son~ille lodge of Elks. In every Jewish 
activity since his coming to Atlanta he

pected to come information helpful to 
the framing of a progressive program 
for Governor-elect Richard B. Rus- 
sell, Jr.

CHICAGO, Feb. 22.—(4)—Pre-elec- 
tion violence ran rampant in Chicago 
tonight. 

Two slugging:, two kidnapings and 
an attempt upon the life of an aldes- 
manic candidate were reported to of- 
ficials as they rallied an army of 70,- 
000 persons for a guard against fraud 
and disorder in Tuesday's city pri- 
maries.

Of Three Escaping Convicts 


JOLIET, @Il., Feb. 
convicts were killed as they were 
lowering themselves to freedom over 
the 20-foot w ll of the Lllinois state 
penitentiary just before ddwn today. 

All three were serving sentences 
from Cook county. Two were killed 
by the first blast of guns in the 
hands of guards warned in advance 
of the break and ambushed for it. 
They were Joseph Norkiewicz, 31, and 
Julio Chileno, 39, both convicted on a 
confidence game charge. 

Alvin J. Kilman, 34, serving for 
robbery, died several hours later in 
the prison hospital. 

The big stone prison, housing 1,800 
men, was quiet today and Colonel! 
Frank D. Whipp,. state prison head, 
temporarily in charge, said there was 
no prison-wide unrest and none ex- 
pected. The three were members of 
a kitchen detail of five, and the plot 
was confined to that group, Colonel 
Whipp said. The other two scuttled 
to safety. They were questioned, but 
officials refused to reveal their names. 


Warned three weeks ago of the at- | 


tempted break, penitentiary officials 
had placed extra guard details arcund 
the outside walls. The.three men 
never had a chance to get away. They 
were focused in the huge prison search- 
light and made a certain target for 
the guards as they tried frantically to 
get away from the hail of death. 

Norkiewicz was serving ten yea:s 
Kilman was doing twenty and Chileno 
ten. 

Colonel Whipp has been in charge 
of the institution during the illness 
of Warden W. R. Hill. 

The kitchen detail went on duty at 
3 a.m. The men worked 100 yards 
from the prison wall. With a ladder 
made of odds and ends of lumber, 
they scaled a 10-foot wall abutting the 
outside wall. They had a steel cable

down, Chileno followed. Kilman was 
just beginning the descent, when the 
order cam from the guards lying in 
ambush across the street to halt.

Guards 
sent a hail oi slugs after the machines 
and: two prison automobiles set ut in 
pursuit. The chase continued for sev- 
eral miles but the pursuers were 
eluded. 

Back in the prison, the 1,800 con- 
vict. who had heard the fusillade and 
interpreted its meaning; made the 
dawn weird with their yelling. The 
noise continued until about 6:30 and 
then quieted down. 

Although the atmosphere was tense 
officials expected no further trouble. 
At breakfast and during the noonday 
meal the prisoners were kept under 
double guard but there was no sign of 
dist -rbance.

and will be an executive session, Sam- 
uel C. Dobbs, chairman, said Sunday. 

Praising the medical staff and de- 
claring that the public in Atlanta 
should consider Grady its principal 
insurance against epidemics and com- 
municable diseases, Dr. Caldwell de- 
clared that the institution should -be 
reconstructed to meet the demands of 
the 1,000 patients a month on it. 

ha yee the meeting tonight, he 
will leave by airplane for Cincinnati 
and then will go by rail to headquar- 
ters of the association at Chicago. 

Pending the meeting tonight, he de- 
clined to comment Sunday on several 
phases of the institution, including a:

I have heard this retirement re- 
ferred to as a masterly, strategic re- 
treat, but it was nothing of the kind 
and the French military authorities 
never thought so, nor ever made any 
such claim. The four French and 
three British divisions on the front 
of attack were completely  over- 
whelmed. The entire French reserve 
became engaged, in all, 35. French 
infantry and six cavalry divisions par- 
ticipating in the battle.

. “The order does not have its genesis 
in the duty levied in the Smoot-Haw- 
ley tariff act on foreign made auto- 
mobiles and trucks. The duty in our 
tariff act on automobiles is entirely 
useless since we do not import as 
many as a thousand cars in a year. 
The Smoct-Hawley tariff act did, 
however, deal a severe blow to Ca- 
nadian in ports. We recklessly under- 
took to exclude Canadian imports by 
duties virtually prohibitive. The Ca- 
nadian government is simply follow- 
ing a program of retaliation. 

“Canada is our best customer and 
we are in turn Canada’s best custom- 
er.

The heaviest burden of appeals for 
help in the history of social service 
in Atlanta was reported in the Jan- 
uary record of service by the Atlanta 
Community Chest, which ha; been 
completed by Frank Miller, director 
of that organization. This was due, 
it was explained, to the unemployment 
situation. 

Nine of the 38 societies maintained 
by the Chest, which constitute the 
direct relief and service groups, han- 
dled a case load of 13,855 in Jakeder, 
most of these cases involving family 
groups and consequently a consider- 
ably greater number of individuals. 

This was more than double the 
number of cases handled in January, 
1930, which was 6,428. It was. an 
increase over the previous record of 
.10,121 relief cases handled by the 
nine societies for December, indicat- 
ing, according to Mr. Miller, an in- 
creasing pressure of human need. 

Of the 13,855 cases, 8.487 were 
served in the performance of the regu- 
lar social program of the nine so- 
cieties, and 5,368 were handled for 
the Better Business commission, that 
group of Atlanta businessmen organ- 
ized for unemployment relief. Mr. 
Miller explained that the machinery 
of the Chest agencies, their staffs and 
experience in effective and economi- 
cal service, have been placed at dis- 
posal of this commission. 

The emergency relief work, not an- 
ticipated when the budgets for the 


reguiar work of the Chest agencies 


Were compiled and the goal set for 
public contributions last fall, necessi+ 
tates special funds, which dre being 
raised by a committee cf the Better 
Business commission under 8S. C. 
Dobbs. 

The nine relief societies of the Chest 


which were reported as performing 
this unusual volume of service are the 
Atlanta chapter, Ameritai Red Cross; 
Atlanta Legal Aic Society, Commu- 
nity Employment Service, DeKalb 
chapter, American Red Cross; Family 
Welfare Society, Federation of Jew- 
ish Charities, Salvation Army, Trav- 
elers’ Aid Society, and Tuberculosis 
Association. 

For the other 29 societies of the 
Chest, an increase in necessary serv- 
ice and program likewise was report- 
ed. The 10 agencies of the child wel- 
fare group handled 1,161 cases in Jan- 
uary. giving shelter, medical care, pro- 
tection, and training to that number 
of little children in homes and day 
nurseries, 

The six societies in the group of 
individual service, which include in- 
stitutions for the sick, old, and handi- 
capped, handled 492 cases, and the 
character-forming group, working with 
young men and women, handled a 
total of 9,572. The Social Service 
Index, the clearing house of the Chest, 
designed to co-ordinate effort among 
the 38 agencies and to prevent dupli- 
cation and waste of effort and money,

If you like the morbid, purplish 
prose of Gautier. and the shuddering 
necrophilia of Edgar Allen Poe, then 
you should not miss “Dracula,” for it 
is something like a combination of 
“The Premature Burial” and “La 
Morte Amoureuse,” with sound effects, 
and a lot of Piranesi ruins thrown in 
to create the desi atmosphere. 

In short, “Dracula,” at the Capi- 
tol this week, is one of those pictures 
which the German U. F. A. school is 
always trying to do and which, by 
getting too “arty,” always, in spite 
of everything, manages to overdo. 

One of the most fashionable super- 
stitions of the middle ages, the be- 
lief in vampires who, after night- 
fall,, emerge from their coffins and 
range the countryside in search of 
human blood (preferably the blood of 
young females) here is made the 
springboard from which the plot leaps 
off into unbelievably fantastic and 
even. hair-raising nonsense. 

Especially convincing was the work 
of Dwight Frye who, though some- 
thing of newcomer to the screen, has 
been for several years one of the most 
distinguished young. actors on the 
Broadway stage. His portrayal of a 
youth driven mad through the influ- 
ence of the vampire (Bela Lugosi) is 
quite the finest bit of “‘character-act- 
ing’ which this reviewer has ever ob- 
served on the local screen. And, if 
one can gauge a player's ability by 
the audience-reaction he produces 
upon his entrance, then Mr. Frye, de- 
spite the fact that he was not, tech- 
nically, one of the “principals,” de- 
cidedly waltzed off with the show. 
He is an actor who will bear watch- 
ing, and his screen future, given an 
intelligent casting director, should be 
a very brilliant one indeed. f 

The stage show is much more ef- 
fectively organized than it was last 
week. Miss Bessie Singletary is a 
bright-eyed, pretty and appealing 
dancer. And the main criticism one 
has to register against the chorus is 
that, in the matter of good looks, it 
has entirely too much competition 
among the new usherettes.

I, Politicians’ Troubles C salary he Ago 


‘Revealed in Newspaper of 1834 * 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Feb. 22.—{P)— 
Just as nowadays, politicians in Sa- 
vannah a century ago had their 
troubles and anti-this and that asso- 
ciations flourished for the uplift of 
society. 

So much is gathered from a copy 
of “The Georgian” of January 6. 1834, 
one of a number of old Savannah pa- 
pers in the possession of Mrs. Annie 
C. Sipple. One L. N. Mitchell was 
the intended victim of an unscrupu- 
lous attack by the opposition, it is 
learned from the following plaintive 
appeal from the intended victim, ad- 
dressed ‘“‘to the electors of Chatham 
county :” 

“Fellow citizens—An electioneering 
scheme, to delude my friends—to my 
injury—is resorted to; namely—‘that 
my chance of election is bad, and that 
it would be folly for a voter to throw 
away his vote.on my account.’ Now, 
if my friends ‘isten to such logic as 
this, and be guided to suit the purpose 
of those who use it—why I never will 
get a vote, and without votes, how can 
I be elected?’

AUSTIN BROS. REPORT 
3 BRIDGES UNDER WAY 


The Austin. Brothers Bridge Com- 
pany, of Atlanta, who have their large 
fabricating plant and ernamental iron 
works across from Fort McPherson, 
are constructing, at this time, three 
large steel and concrete bridges. Two 
are in North Carolina, and one in 
Florida. 

The largest of the three is across 
the Dan river in Rockingham county, 
and is 990 feet long, costing a little 
over $110,000. This new bridge is 
being built at Madison, on route 49, 
in North Carolina, and is about 40 
miles northeast of Winston-Salem, and 
about the same distance northwest 
from Greensboro, and when complet- 
ed will eliminate the only bad spot 
on the beautiful scenic route between 
those two Carolina cities, and Roanoke 
and Bedford, Va., where the order of 
Elks have their international aged and 
indigent members’ home. 

The next largest bridge is 960 feet 
long, costing between ~ $90,000 and 
$100,000 and is across the Roanoke 
river at the historic Roanoke Rapids, 
between Halifax and Hampton coun- 
ties, in the northeastern part of North 
Carolina. The Roanoke river at this 
point is wide and rapid, is crossed by 
a ferry. that always provided a dang- 
erous thrill even. to old experienced 
travelers..and this route which is one 
of the shortest between Raleigh and 
Richmond, has been very much avoid- 
ed by people who do not like to take 
such dangerous risks to save in time 
and gasoline. 

The third bridge is now under way 
across the Suwanee river and will be 
460 feet long. This new bridge is be- 
ing built at historic Suwanee Springs 
in Florida, and is midway between 
Jasper and Live Oak, in northern 
Florida, but a few miles south of Val- 
dosta, Ga., and will provide a cut off 
between Atlanta and Live Oak and 
scores of towns on the west coast of 
Florida.
